que 
“ the students who did not 
heed the warnings aimed at bring­ 
ing an end to recurring regret­ 
table incidents and for the return 
of order will be tempwarily de­ 
tailed in camps to face legpl pro­ 
ceedings for disobedience to mar­ 
tial law regulations, resistance to 
police and assault.” 
The regimental commander of 
the troops stationed around the 
univ ersity called on the students 
to come off the campus early 
this morning.

entered the main 
gate of

Va., the 
home base of most of the Atlantic 
fleet.

C(Hild do ab(Hit it. In both cases 
the trawler was in international 
waters and had ev ery legal right 
to stay there. The Nav y continued 
its tests with the George Wash- 
ingtcHi, 
which 
inv olv ed 
shooting 
dummy Polaris m issiles from the 
sub to the surface. 


Presumably 
the 
Vega 
was 
equipped with sonar, the under­ 
water listening equipment fisher­ 
men now use to hunt schools of 
fish. It is just as effectiv e in lis­ 
tening to submarines. TTie Nav y 
knows the Sov iet ship had radar, 
because it took photographs of it 
that 
showed 
the 
characteristic 
antennae. 


In February 1959 a party from 
a Nav y destroyer boarded another 
Sov iet trawler off Newfoundland, 
after a series <rf breaks in trans­ 
atlantic cables that might hav e 
been 
caused 
by 
the 
trawler’s 
drags. This was done under an 
international law to protect under­ 
sea cables. 


That Sov iet ship was on fishing 
grounds widely used by fishing 
v essels from many nations. The 
Nav y party saw nothing to indi­ 
cate the ship was equipped for 
anything but trawling. 
But the Vega, the Nav y said, 
was in areas rarely used by for­ 
eign flag commercial fishermen. 
Howev er, the area off Long Island 
often is used for maneuv ers by 
submarines based at New London, 
Conn. 
The Vega was photograjAed by 
a Nav y blimp from Lakehurst, 
N.J ., which was on patrol when 
the Sov iet v essel was sighted.

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Youths Parade Ai Nato Building 
Another Anti-Government 
Riot Erupts In Istanbul 


ISTANBUL, 
Turkey 
(AP) - 
New antigovernment demonstra­ 
tions erupted in Istanbul today. 
About 1,000 students and youths 
paraded before the building where 
NATO foreign ministers will meet 
Monday, shouting "Freedom!” 
Defying a martial law ban on 
public 
gatherings, 
the students 
confronted thousands of troops 
who stood shoulder to shoulder in 
dusty heat outside the still un­ 
finished NATO structure. 
Tanks were drawn up at every 
approach. 
Helicopters 
swooped 
low overhead. 
There were no clashes between 
demonstrators 
and troops, 
but 
tanks followed the marchers and 
gradually pushed them to side 
streets. 
The 
procession, 
headed 
by 
youths carrying Turkish flags, 
marched down 
a wide 
street 
through which Secretary of State 
Christian A. Herter, British For­ 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd and 
other top NATO ministers were 
due to pass within a few hours. 
The NATO foreign 
ministers 
were expected to land at Yvesil- 
koy Airport lata this afternoon. 
Maximum security arrangements 
now in effect in Istanbul have 
caused 
grave 
traffic 
snarls 
throughout the city. 


Earlier in the day, troops with 
fixed bayonets removed 2,000 stu­ 
dent sit-down striker* from the 
campus of the University of Istan- 
bu . 
The students, who had staged 
an 18-hour demonstration against 
the government of Premia Ad- 
nan Mender es, were interned in 
army camps and charged with 
violating martial law regulations.

heed the warnings aimed at bring­ 
ing an end to recurring regret­ 
table incidents and f a the return 
of a d a will be tempaarily de­ 
tailed in camps to face legpl pro­ 
ceedings for disobedience to mar­ 
tial law regulations, resistance to 
police and assault.” 
The regimental commander of 
the troops stationed around the 
univasity called on the students 
to come off the campus early 
this mailing.

refused, 
infantry 
troops with bayonets fixed on ri­ 
fles, entered the main gate of 
the campus and gradually forced 
the students into waiting army 
trucks.

The students 
appeared tired, 


hungry and drawn. Some chanted 
freedom slogans and sang patriot­ 
ic songs.

The Navy continued 
its tests with tbs George Wash­ 
ington, which involved shooting 
dummy Polaris missiles from die 
sub to the surface.

was 
equipped with solar, the under- 
wata listening equipment Asha­ 
mnu now use to hunt schools of 
fish. It is just as effective in lis­ 
tening to submarines. The Navy 
knows the Soviet ship had radar, 
because it took photographs of it 
that showed die characteristic 
antennae. 
In February 1959 a party from 
a Navy destroyer boarded anotha 
Soviet trawla off Newfoundland, 
afta a series of breaks in trans­ 
atlantic cables that might have 
been caused by the trawler’s 
drags. This was done unda an 
international law to protect unda 
sea cables. 
That Soviet ship was on fishing 
grounds widely used by fishing 
vessels from many nations. The 
Navy party saw nothing to indi 
cate the ship was equipped for 
anything but trawling. 
But the Vega, die Navy said, 
was in areas rarely used by for­ 
eign flag commercial fishermen 
However, the area off Long Island 
often is used for maneuvers by 
submarines based at New London, 
Conn. 
The Vega was photographed by 
a Navy blimp from Lakehurst, 
N.J., which was on patrol when 
the Soviet vessel was sighted.

ance to our brother trade union­ 
ists." 


WHAT HOFFA refers to here is 
the law which required labor lead- 


ers to sign affidavits that they were 
not Communists This was wiped 
out on Sept 
14, 1959 The Mine- 
M ill officials were indicted on Nov. 
16, 1956 — 
almost 
three years 
earlier. 
What particularly disturbs Hoffa 
is that the nine were convicted of 
conspiring to defraud the govern­ 
ment rather than for actually com­ 
mitting the fraud. 
"W e feel that jt is of vital im­ 
portance that we lend our aid to 
make sure that trade unionist* are 
fully protected against the abuses 
that grow out of the use of con­ 
spiracy charges by the govern­ 
ment. We wish you success Fra­ 
ternally yours, Jam es R. Hoffa," 
the letter concludes. 
Who, then, will protect the gov­ 
ernment of these United States? Or 
is that a silly question to ask in 
some quarters?

WHAT. HOW EVER, are the facts 
about

President* 
decision? 
They could easily have been ob­ 
tained. Mr Eisenhower said to his 
press conference on Wednesday: 
"Congress is in session and there 
are a number of bills that'are im­ 
portant before the Congress If they 
should come at an awkward time 
for me and I felt that they should 
he vetoed — now, I have quite a 
tough time schedule because any 
important hill that requires a veto, 
not only requires the most, the 
deepest study in the departments 
concerned but it demands daily 
consultation with me because I 
am the one that has got to be con­ 
vinced that this is a had bill or a 
good bill and therefore you cannot 
do this—if these bills are import­ 
ant—from a distance.

In 1955 we had 
a rather, a pretty good understand­ 
ing of the number of days. Every­ 
body agreed that this time it should 
go as long as it was felt neces­ 
sary. 
"So, since I am leaving on the 


14th and had to fir s date for 
my visit to Portugal on Sunday. I 
took the 23rd to the 24th 
This 
is getting along at a rather long 
period. 
"So f said if domestic require­ 
ments did bring me back. I would 
have to ask Mr. Nixoif to serve 
for me as the head of the delega­ 
tion This doesn’t mean that I ex­ 
pect him to be there but I was— 
simply put the warning .’’ 
The key to the President * pur­ 
pose may be read between the 
lines 
The Soviet* want * long 
c o n f e r e n c e . Mr. Eisenhower 
doesn't

weeks in Paris 
In the 1955 con­ 
ference at the summit in Geneva, 
a time limit was placed on the 
whole thing 
This has not been 
done for the coming Paris con­ 
ference. 


IT WAS NATURAL, therefore, 
for Mr Eisenhower to utter a word 
of warning. It was a difficult and 
delicate subject to handle, inter­ 
nationally speaking, so the Presi­ 
dent decided to serve warning in­ 
directly that he would not engage 
in a prolonged palaver at Paris. 
This is a maneuver in the con­ 
duct of foreign relations which the 
President ought to be able to make 
without the sabotaging tactics of

Now th e 
pleasant little place where we park­ 
ed has become an anything but 
pleasant dump! 
Trilliums 
an d 
spring beauties have vanished, bur­ 
ied under the old mattresses, beer 
cans and other refuse of those of 
our fellow citizens who habitually 
distribute their trash where it will 
most effectively spoil the natural 
loveliness of our country roads 
Near the Montour trestle anoth­ 
er beauty spot has been destroyed, 
this one by a sawmill at its de­ 
structive worst Small wonder our 
precious forests are disappearing

One oak tree of so vast a girth

Nine leaders of ttiis union, the 
Mine, MiU and Smelter Workers, 
have been convicted of conspiring 
with Communist party officials to 
defraud and deceive the govern­ 
ment of the United States.

It is this 
band of convicted conspirators 
whom be and his colleagues in the 
Teamsters high command have de­ 
cided to help. 
It ie this group of mon accused 
by tho government of bring Com­ 
munist party members for which 
the Teamsters top council has been 
raising funds. 
I have before me a copy of a let­ 
ter written by Jim Hoffa on official 
Teamsters stationery proving aU 
this.

Accompanying each copy of Ae 
Hoffa totter to G a it was a cover­ 
ing nots from tho Teamster presi­ 
dent to his lieutenants across the 
land. 
- In it ho urged that monetary aid 
ba sent for the financing of an ap­ 
peal of the nine sentences which 
were handed down March 14. Seven 
of the mon were ordered to jail for 
three years. Two were handed 18 
months’ terms. 
These men w e r e convicted, 
among other things, of conspiring 
wiBi four Communist party offi­ 
cials. "to dominate sad control and 
continua to dominate and control 
tho affairs and policies of said 
union (tho Mine-MilD.” 
These men, who had in their 
hands so powerful a union, were 
convicted of conspiring to "pretend 
to resign from their membership in 
the Communist party and pretend 
to terminate their affiliation with 
said party but would in fact con­ 
tinue their membership in and af­ 
filiation with same.” 


IN ROFFA’S LETTER to the 
Mine • MiU Union president, the 
Teamsters chief sees these convic­ 
tions as an attack on aU labor.

WHAT. HOWEVER, are the facts 
about tho President’s decision?

If they 
should come st an awkward time 
for me and I felt that they should 
bo vetoed — now, I have quite a 
tough time schedule because any 
important bill that requires a veto, 
not only requires the most, the 
deepest study in the departments 
concerned but it demands daily 
consultation with rn* because I 
am the one that has got to be con­ 
vinced that this is a bed bill or a 
good bill and therefore you cannot 
do this—if these bills are import- 
ant—from a distance. 
"Now, the onlj reason that I 
happen to have said this in this 
particular case is that we don’t 
know how long this summit meet­ 
ing is going to be. In 1968 we had 
a rather, a pretty good understand­ 
ing of the number of days. Every­ 
body agreed that this time it should 
go as long as it was felt neces­ 
sary. 
"So, since I am leaving on the 


14th and had to fir t date for 
my visit to Portugal on Sunday. I 
took th# 23rd to th# 24th This 
is getting along at a rather long 
period 
“So I said if domestic require­ 
ments did bring me back. I would 
have to ask Mr. Nixod to servo 
for me as the head of the delega­ 
tion This doesn’t mean that I ex­ 
pect him to be there but I was— 
simply put the warning " 
Th* key to tho President's pur­ 
pose may be read between the 
lines 
The Soviet* want a long 
c o n f e r e n c e . Mr. Eisenhower 
doesn’t want to spend several 
weeks in Paris. In the 1958 con­ 
ference at the summit in Geneva, 
a time limit was placed on the 
whole thing This has not been 
done for the coming Paris con­ 
ference. 


IT WAS NATURAL, therefore, 
for Mr. Eisenhower to utter a word 
of warning. It was s difficult and 
delicate subject to handle, inter­ 
nationally speaking, so the Presi­ 
dent decided to serve warning in­ 
directly that he would not engage 
in a prolonged palaver at Paris. 
This is a maneuver in the con­ 
duct of foreign relations which the 
President ought to be able to make 
without the sabotaging tactics of 
psrtisans on Capitol Hill. 
Surely ' the President of th* 
United States ought to bo free 
from potty sniping as he prepares 
for a summit conference on which 
hope for peace and disarmament 
is boing based throughout tho 
world. 
• - Surely there must be ample tim* 
between June and Nov amber of 
this year for Big sniper* and th* 
smearers to carry on their partisan 
attacks against Mr. Nixon. 
Surely mart attendance for a 
couple days or even a week at tho 
summit conder enc# by Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon, as ho sits in for tho 
President till Mr. Eisenhower can 
return to Paris or until tho con­ 
ference adjourns, is not something 
so catastrophic to th* Democratic 
party’* hopes for victory in 1990

The greatest part of the income 
from the new levies is required 
to grant salary increases to the 
teachers and other employes. 
Board members say the maxi­ 
mum salaries paid the profession­ 
al staff in Fast Liverpool is con­ 
siderably lower than any o t h e r 
Ohio city of comparable size and 
much lower even than smaller 
communities in the county. 


EAST LIVERPOOL’S maximum 
salary for a teacher with a m as­ 
ter's degree and 12 years exper­ 
ience is $5,400. 
In surrounding cities the maxi­ 
mum salaries are Struthers, $7,- 
200; Canton, $7,000; Alliance, $6,- 
175; Chester, Newell. Steubenville, 
Toronto and New Philadelphia, $6,* 
OOO; Massillon, $5,975; Salem, $5,- 
925; Leetonia, $5,750; Columbiana, 
$5,600. and Wellsville, $5,450. Steu­ 
benville and Toronto are contem­ 
plating increases this year, board 
members say. 
To compare favorably with oth­ 
er communities, the board says it 
must think in terms of a maxi­ 
mum salary of $6,000 for teachers 
with m aster's d e g r e e s and 12 
years’ experience. 
To reach this figure and grant 
increases in maximum salaries 
for teachers with less than a m as­ 
ter's degree, along with smaller 
increases in the beginning salar­ 
ies of all teachers, and to grant 
a raise to non-teaching personnel 
will require $107,500 plus an ad­ 
ditional $10,750 in the retirement 
costs. 


PASSAGE OF THE levies also 
would enable the board to increase 
the amount for building repairs 
from $30,000 at present to $47,500, 
the equivalent of I mill. 
During the life of the levy, the 
board would have a minimum of 
$47,500 annually for repairs and 
the income could be used for no 
other 
purpose, 
board 
members 
point out. 
The school buildings have an 
insurable value of $6,990,000 and 
the increased amount would per­ 
mit the board to more adequate­ 
ly protect the investment. 
The board also plans to increase 
the amount for textbooks from 
$12,000 to $20,000 if the levies are 
approved. The present budget of 
$12,000 is approximately $2.24 per 
year per child while a complete 
set of basic sixth grade texts coats 
$18.32 per child. 


THE BOARD ALSO anticipates 
adding $5,000 to the present budg­ 
et of $15,000 for educational sup­ 
plies, which now averages $2.89 
per child. 
An additional $15,000 would be 
allotted for educational equipment, 
which board members say is "ur­ 
gently needed,"' pointing out class­ 
room furniture, shop equipment, 
science laboratory equipment, com­ 
mercial laboratory equipment and 
other equipment for the education­ 
al program must be purchased. At 
present, the average per student 
is 93 cents. 
The board says It also expects 
to add $5,000 to the present budg­ 
et of $2,000 for library books, de­ 
claring adequate reference materi­ 
al is a must. The new minimum 
standards 
for 
Ohio 
elementary 
schools require school boards to 
spend $1 a year per child in ele­ 
m entary schools for library books. 
It would require an increase of 
$3,200 to meet this since the pre­ 
sent budget is for the senior and 
junior high school libraries. 


BECAUSE NONE OF the levies 
would be collected until 1961, none 
of the proposed increases would be 
effective before January, rn e m- 
bers say. 
In a closing statement, the board 
said: 
"We must remember this re­ 
quest for additional funds is for 
the welfare of our most valuable 
possession — the boys and girls 
of the community. We have many 
excellent teachers on our staff and 
in order to retain them and to 
attract others it must be possible 
to grant salary increases. 
‘‘Then in order that we may of­ 
fer the kind of educational pro 
gram to which our children are 
entitled, we must have increased 
funds for educational supplies, ed­ 
ucational equipment, library books 
and textbooks — which are t h e 
tools of good teaching. 
"The outcome of this issue can 
be far reaching in its effect upon 
the educational opportunities f o r 
E ast Liverpool children. Education­ 
al opportunities lost during a n y 
year are lost forever — that year 
will not be lived again by your 
child.”

to his school superintendent, Dr. Anne Carlsen. 


He dreaded a painful operation recommended by 


a specialist to relieve the tightness of his muscles. 


After ten minutes, the enveloping warmth and 


courage of the bright-eyed, sandy-haired woman 


proved irresistible. 


“ A ll right, I ’ll go ahead with the surgery,” he 


said with a grin. Then, as he turned to go, he 


remarked, “ You know, Dr. Anne, whenever I leave 


your office, I always feel bigger and stronger.” 


He barely glanced at Dr. Carlsen’s arms. They 


are mere stumps above the elbows. Both her legs 


are artificial. 


Dr. Anne Carlsen is an amazing five-foot-tall 


bundle of spirit and determination. Her life is built 


around the conviction that a child who is injured 


at birth, contracts a disabling disease, or has a 


crippling accident, need not forfeit the right to 


happiness.

After ten minutes, the enveloping warmth and 
courage of the bright-eyed, sandy-haired woman 
proved irresistible.

It is not uncommon for a man and wife to learn that their 
privately adopted child has a severe handicap. At this point, 
there is no turning back. Physical and mental defects some­ 
times do not show up for months after birth; in addition, 
highly trained specialists are needed to diagnose defects 
in apparently normal infants. 
Certainly, a couple may love a baby despite his handicap 
and find joy in seeing him improve under their care. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, there are persons who are emotionally 
unable to accept a handicapped child. Resentments can 
develop if one comes into their home, and the harm that 
may come to such an unloved, unwanted child is irreparable. 
Agencies take every precaution to minimize these trage­ 
dies. Adoptive parents are told if a child is sick, or if he 
has a history of inheritable illness. Often, families accept 
the risks, but they are told in advance and allowed to 
make a considered decision. 
Of course, handicaps may show up in agency-adopted 
children, too, but there is this important consideration: 
most agencies perm it new parents to return children within 
a stated period of time, generally a year, if the adoption 
does not prove satisfactory. 
3. T he risk of giving a child to the wrung parents is 
infinitely g reater in gray-m arket transactions. 
In an East Coast city, a 32-year-old woman realized that 
her m arriage to a successful m anufacturer was slowly 
crumbling. In a desperate attem pt to salvage it, she decided 
to adopt a baby. A child, she thought, might provide a 
common interest and re-establish their relationship. 
Her cousin, an attorney, helped her adopt a child through 
a private arrangem ent. Six months later, however, she 
found the baby was not having the effect she hoped. H er 
m arriage was too far gone to be saved by an infant. TTie 
result: she lost interest in the baby, who is now being 
reared in her home as an unwanted child. 
Agencies, on the other hand, screen applicants carefully. 
Couples whose applications are accepted are thoroughly 
studied by professional caseworkers over a period of months. 
The caseworkers consider the attitudes of the couples and 
other members of their families toward adopted children, 
their talents, abilities, economic status—and the status of 
their marriage. 
It is im portant to bear in mind that I am not drawing 
comparisons between the professional qualifications of the 
doctors, lawyers, and others who help arrange private 
adoptions, and the social workers in the licensed agencies. ' 
I am not saying that any individual social worker is more 
qualified to handle an adoption than a doctor or a lawyer. 
I am saying, though, that no individual, acting independ­ 
ently, can give a natural mother, a baby, and the adoptive 
parents the same vital protection that an agency, with its 
experience and personnel, can give. 
The American Academy of Pediatrics agrees. Dr. Samuel 
Karelitz, chairm an of its committee on adoptions, says: 
“In brief, adoption is an involved and highly specialized 
I'.i ocedure which requires the knowledge and skill of trained 
personnel. It is unlikely that any one individual alone can 
successfully conduct adoption practice. Indeed, to be suc­ 
cessful, adi^tion requires the efforts (rf a group, the social- 
service caseworker, the physician, the lawyer, the psycholo­ 
gist, the psychiatrist, occasionally the geneticist, and others.” 
Certainly, the agencies themselves are neither perfect 
nor blameless. There is room for improvement and grounds 
for criticism. Some adoption agencies, working far too slowly, 
need to stream line their operations. O thers are still employ­ 


ing old-fashioned methods that have been outmoded by 
newer scientific knowledge. Still others lack the human 
approach so necessary in this sensitive area. 
All, however, are dedicated to doing the best possible job 
to protect hum an lives and hum an emotions. They must 
not be ham strung by well-m eaning amateurs. 
W 


HAT CAN be done to eradicate this baby giveaway and 
the tragic afterm aths? There is a three-point solution: 
First, all would-be interm ediaries should realize that 
inexperienced persons are not equipped to handle the deli­ 
cate problem of placing children. No untrained individual 
would dream of performing an operation for appendicitis. 
Entrusting a young baby to a couple to be reared requires 
just as much skill and knowledge in its own field. 
Second, licensed agencies must be strengthened and their 
services extended to persons needing their help. Every 
natural parent, every child, and every adoptive parent who 
requires guidance and assistance should be able to get it. 
This takes money, support, and understanding. 
'Third, facilities for unwed mothers should be improved 
and expanded. Homes, counseling agencies, and financial 
assistance should be available to them. No unwed m other 
should be forced to give up her child, as so many must, 
because she cannot pay medical expenses during her preg­ 
nancy and cannot support herself prior to her baby’s birth. 
Babies are precious commodities. When they lose their 
natural parents for one reason or another, the best possible 
replacements m ust be obtained for them. All of us have a 
stake in these unfortunate children. They m ust not be passed 
along like a piece of real estate. 
We’re dealing with hum an lives. 
Let’s stop giving them away!

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It is not uncommon for a man and wife to learn that their 
privately adopted child has a severe handicap. At this point, 
there is no turning back. Physical and mental defects some­ 
times do not show up for months after birth; in addition, 
highly trained specialists are needed to diagnose defects 
in apparently normal infants. 
Certainly, a couple may love a baby despite his handicap 
and find joy in seeing him improve under their care. Unfor­ 
tunately, however, there are persons who are emotionally 
unable to accept a handicapped child. Resentments con 
develop if one comes into their home, and the harm that 
may come to such an unloved, unwanted child is irreparable. 
Agencies take every precaution to minimize these trage­ 
dies. Adoptive parents are told if a child is sick, or if he 
has a history of inheritable illness. Often, families accept 
the risks, but they are told in advance and allowed to 
make a considered decision. 
Of course, handicaps may show up in agency-adopted 
children, too, but there is this important consideration: 
most agencies permit new parents to return children within 
a stated period of time, generally a year, if the adoption 
does not prove satisfactory. 
3. The risk of giving a child to the wrong parents is 
infinitely greater in gray-market transactions. 
In an East Coast city, a 32-year-old woman realized that 
her marriage to a successful manufacturer was slowly 
crumbling. In a desperate attempt to salvage it, she decided 
to adopt a baby. A child, she thought, might provide a 
common interest and re-establish their relationship. 
Her cousin, an attorney, helped her adopt a child through 
a private arrangement. Six months later, however, she 
found the baby was not having the effect she hoped. Her 
marriage was too far gone to be saved by an infant. The 
result: she lost interest in the baby, who is now being 
reared in her home as an unwanted child. 
Agencies, on the other hand, screen applicants carefully. 
Couples whose applications are accepted are thoroughly 
studied by professional caseworkers over a period of months. 
The caseworkers consider the attitudes of the couples and 
other members of their families toward adopted children, 
their talents, abilities, economic status—and the status of 
their marriage. 
It is important to bear in mind that I am not drawing 
comparisons between the professional qualifications of the 
doctors, lawyers, and others who help arrange private 
adoptions, and the social workers in the licensed agencies. 
I am not saying that any individual social worker is more 
qualified to handle an adoption than a doctor or a lawyer. 
I am saying, though, that no individual, acting independ­ 
ently, can give a natural mother, a baby, and the adoptive 
parents the same vital protection that an agency, with its 
experience and personnel, can give. 
The American Academy of Pediatrics agrees. Dr. Samuel 
Karelitz, chairman- of its committee on adoptions, says: 
“In brief, adoption is an involved and highly specialized 
procedure which requires the knowledge and skill of trained 
personnel. It is unlikely that any one individual alone can 
successfully conduct adoption practice. Indeed, to be suc­ 
cessful, adoption requires the effort* of a group, the social- 
service caseworker, the physician, the lawyer, the psycholo­ 
gist, the psychiatrist, occasionally the geneticist, and others.” 
Certainly, the agencies themselves are neither perfect 
nor blameless. There is room for improvement and grounds 
for criticism. Some adoption agencies, working far too slowly, 
need to streamline their operations. Others are still employ­

approach so necessary in this sensitive area. 
All, however, are dedicated to doing the best possible job 
to protect human lives and human emotions. They must 
not be hamstrung by well-meaning amateurs.

h a t ca n be done to eradicate this baby giveaway and 
the tragic aftermaths? There is a three-point solution: 
First, all would-be intermediaries should realize that 
inexperienced persons are not equipped to handle the deli­ 
cate problem of placing children. No untrained individual 
would dream of performing an operation for appendicitis. 
Entrusting a young baby to a couple to be reared requires 
just as much skill and knowledge in its own field. 
Second, licensed agencies must be strengthened and their 
services extended to persons needing their help. Every 
natural parent, every child, and every adoptive parent who 
requires guidance and assistance should be able to get it. 
This takes money, support, and understanding. 
Third, facilities for unwed mothers should be improved 
and expanded. Homes, counseling agencies, and financial 
assistance should be available to them. No unwed mother 
should be forced to give up her child, as so many must, 
because she cannot pay medical expenses during her preg­ 
nancy and cannot support herself prior to her baby’s birth. 
Babies are precious commodities. When they lose their 
natural parents for one reason or another, the best possible 
replacements must be obtained for them. All of us have a 
stake in these unfortunate children. They must not be passed 
along like a piece of real estate. 
We’re dealing with human lives. 
Let’s stop giving them away!

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e c e n tly , Johnny Mathis’ manager, Helen Noga, 
sat her client down with a battei'y of attor­ 
neys and accountants to fill him in on the various 
Mathis enterprises. 
Mrs. Noga was pleased when she noticed that 
for the iii*st time Johnny was taking an active in­ 
terest in his finances; he was figuring with a pen­ 
cil and paper as the conference progressed. Finally, 
his lawyer asked, “Johnny, do you have any idea 
how much money you’re worth?’’ 
“Oh, about $50,000, I guess,’’ replied Mathis. 
“You’re worth more than $1 million,’’ the attor­ 
ney informed him. 
The curious manager took another look at 
Johnny’s “figures.” Tliey weren’t calculations after 
all. Johnny had been working on a song arrange­ 
ment throughout the get-together. 
This doesn’t mean Johnny’s casual about success 
or money. J ust the opposite. He’s perpetually wor­ 
ried that the bonanza won’t last, and his every 
waking moment is devoted to working for a more 
golden future. The way things are going for him 
now, it’s hard to understand why this youthful 
overnight success should view every tomorrow as 
a personal enemy. 
More than 20,000 Johnny Mathis records are sold 
every day. His growing legion of teen-age fans has 
carried a dozen tunes over the million mark. 
Johnny has adult appeal, too, as indicated by his 
album sales. More than three-quarters of a million 
albums have been sold, an all-time sales mark, 
according to Columbia Records. He’s in big de­ 
mand for TV shows, too, and appears on Frances 
Langford’s NBC special this evening (Sunday). 
Moreover, Johnny has branched out to where he 
now owns five music publishing companies and two 
apartment houses in Manhattan. “And there’s a 
lot of other jazz I can’t think of right now,” he adds. 
Johnny’s success results from three ingredients: 
—His own talent—an exciting, pleasing voice. 
—His constant self-analysis. 
—Helen Noga, the manager who has guided his 
career since 1955. 
Johnny gives Connie Cox, a San Francisco voice 
teacher, most of the credit for developing his 
talent. He always had an unusual voice with a 
phenomenal range for a male singer. His father, 
Clement Mathis, recognized this when Johnny was 
13 and took him to Miss Cox. 
“With seven children to support,” Johnny re ­ 
calls, “Dad couldn’t afford to pay for lessons on 
his salary as a chauffeur and maintenance man, 
even with Mom helping out as a cook and m ^d.” 
But Miss Cox, whom Johnny calls a “wonder­ 
fully generous woman,” recognized the great po- 
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tential in him and taught him without fee for 
seven years. 
Johnny’s first public fame came not as a singer 
but as a high jumper in high school, and again at 
San Francisco State College. Chie of the best all- 
around athletes in the city high-school system, 
Johnny also was an all-city basketball player. 
He paid for his two years of college not with 
athletic scholarships, however, but with his voice. 
“I picked up a num’oer of scholarships, most of 
them sponsored by women’s clubs,” Johnny recalls. 
“They were for about $50 each, but together they 
paid for tuition, books, and other essentials.” 
Johnny had his mind set on becoming a physical- 
education instructor until the night in 1955 when 
he went to a San Francisco night club owned by 
Helen and George Noga and was asked to sing. 
“When I heard him,” says Helen, “I told my hus­ 
band, This boy is going to be bigger than Nat King 
Cole. All he needs is a push.’” Helen has pro­ 
vided that push, parlaying him from $75 a week 
into a million-dollar-a-year property. 
Yet, at 24, Johnny is worried that it won’t last. 
“I’ve already been at the top longer than my pre­ 
monition told me I would,” he declares. H iat’s why 
Johnny lias insured his future with an annuity that 
will pay him $1 million when he’s 40. And his pub­ 
lishing companies are potential Mathis gold mines. 
As Johnny explains it, “If I hadn’t gone into music 
publishing, I d only be collecting on m y records. 
Now when somebody brings me a song and I re­ 
cord it, I sometimes publish it, too. Then I get the 
record royalties plus royalties from my own pub­ 
lishing houses.”

o h n n y ’s preoccupation with self-analysis is an­ 
other form of insurance against a cloudy future. 
When I went to see him in his Spanish-type Bev­ 
erly Hills mansion, for example, I found him 
listening intently to records—Mathis records. 
He was heaiing himself, not to please his ego, 
he told me, but to evaluate his own performance. 
I listen to myself to analyze my voice, my tech­ 
nique, and myself. When I’m not analyzing my 
own records, I do the same with other singers I 
like. This practice, Johnny feels, keeps him in the 
form necessary to stay on top longer. 
Johnny says he was “sort of engaged” once but 
has no plans now for getting married. “Plenty of 
girls ti-y to get next to me,” Johnny says, “and 
some of them manage to meet me and we become 
g o ^ friends. But that’s all, so far.

More than three-quarters of a million 
albums have been sold, an all-time sales mark, 
according to Columbia Records. He’s in big de­ 
mand for TV shows, too, and appears on Frances 
Langford’s NBG special this evening (Sunday). 
Moreover, Johnny 1ms brandied out to where he 
now owns five music publishing companies and two 
apartment houses in Manhattan. “And there’s a 
lot of other jazz I can’t think of right now,** he adds. 
Johnny’s success results from three ingredients: 
—His own talent—aa exciting, pleasing voice. 
— 
self-analysis. 
—Helen Noga, the manager who has guided his 
career since 1955. 
Johnny gives Connie Cox, a San Francisco voice 
teacher, most of die credit for developing his 
talent He always had an unusual voice with a 
phenomenal range for a male singer. His father, 
Clement Mathis, recognized this when Johnny was 
IS and took him to Miss Cox. 
“With seven children to support” Johnny re­ 
calls, “Dad couldn’t afford to pay for lessons on 
his salary as a chauffeur and maintenance man, 
even with Mom helping out as a cook and maid.” 
But Miss Cox, whom Johnny calls a “wonder­ 
fully generous woman,” recognized the great po­ 
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tential in him and taught him without fee for 
seven years. 
Johnny’s first public fame came not as a singer 
but as a high jumper in high school, and again at 
San Francisco State College. One of the bast all- 
around athletes in the city high-school system, 
Johnny also was an all-city basketball player. 
He paid for his two years of college not with 
athletic scholarships, however, but with his voice. 
“I picked up a number of scholarships, most of 
them sponsored by women’s dubs,” Johnny recalls. 
“They were for about $50 each, but together they 
paid for tuition, books, and other essentials.” 
Johnny had his mind set on becoming a physical- 
education instructor until the night in 1955 when 
he went to a San Francisco night dub owned by 
Helen and George Noga and was asked to sing.
